L I am the inventor in the above id«>tified United States Patent ApFplicatlon; 

2. I am vety familiar witib the art to which this invention relates and I am very familiar vdth 
the materials and the manner in which the materials Tvfaich niake up my invention are supplied 
by the manufectuiers; 

3. The manufacturers of the materials v*iich are vsed to make my invention do not publicly 
disclose the contents or compositions and do not publish catalogs; 

4. Frotn ray experience and knowledge I am a^vare of the contents and compositions of the 
materials made by the various manufacturers which are utilized in my invention; 

5. The materials of my invention are mainly the emulsion of zirconium oxide, emulsion of 
polyvinyl acetate resin and liquid paraffin; 

6- The amount of zirconium oxide contained in the emulsion of zirconium oxide is 12% to 
14%; 

7. The amount of polyvinyl acetate resin contained in the emulsion of polyvinyl acetate resin 
is 48% to 52^0; 

8. There are only slight difTerences among.manufacturcrs where the percentages of the 
zirconium oxide and the polyvinyl acetate resin contained in the emulsions; and 

9. The amount of paraffin in the liquid paraffin is 100%.
